And just here, I deem it an act of justice to Dr. Wills 
to say that he was pot an app.icant for the position to 
which we have elected him ; and I am fully satisfied 
that he had not, in any way, sought it, nor had be 
used any influence whatever to secure it. It was a 
voluntary tender by the Board of Education, and his 
acceptance, it seems to me, was a great favor to the 
people of Atlanta, as his scholarship, his dignity and 
purity of character, and his eminent abilities as an 
instructor of youth, make the selection a most for- 
tunate one on our part. 

The salary of the principal of the High Echool, as 
it stood when thé Board convened at its last meeting, 
was the same that is received by the principal of each 
of the chief grammar schools, to-wit: $1,600 per 
annum.

The other objection made to the ac:ion of 
the Board of Education by the Council, is, that the 
Bible is not readin the public echools. I am well 
aware that this is a very embarrassing question, and 
ene where it is easy agsin to excite popu'ar prejudice. 
If I know anything of my own condition, Iam a 
firm uushaken believer in the doctrine of the Chris 
tian religion, and I woula be gied to have the Bible 
read in every achool and évery household of the 
whole 8 ase. But we must not forget, that there iss 
large and rospectable class of tax payers, who are 
as honest in their convictions and belief as we are, 
who discard the doctrines of Christianity, and of 
the New Testament, as obligatory upon them, and 
who do not wish these doctrines taught fo their chil 
dren. I refer tothe Hebrews who are among us. 

Again, there is a large and highly respectable class 
of people among us whu belong to the Cathol c charca, 
who are as we!) satished that our version of the Bible 
is the wrong one, ae We are thet it is the right: and 
they would not be willing to have our accepged ver- 
sion taught to teeir children. No, theJews and the 
Oatholics are tax payers, just ae Baptists and Metho. 
dists are, aud the schools are supported in part by 
their money ; and if they cannot conscientiously send 
their children to a school where they are taught our 
version of the Bible. is it right that we should tax 
them to support the schools where we teach our 
children these doc‘rives? 

We have our own family altars and hearth-stones, 
and Sunday schocis and churches, where each denom- 
ination and esch head ef a family can teach their own 
doctrines and tenets; where there is no restraint as te 
the advantages of instruction, but the fullest and 
broadest scope ia.given, withou, molestation or hin- 
drance, ]t seems to me we should be satisfied with 
thie, and let the eubject be simply ignored in the 
schools, 

Let strict morality be enforced, and the children 
taught to m verence the Creator, and let the balance 
be taught by each sect, or each parent at home, or in 
the Sabbath-school, or in the charch. If we attempt 
to coerse the’'maintenar ce of the schools, on any other 
rule, there will be no end to the troubles and diff. 
culties that grow out of it, and as we have happily 
inaugurated them upon the present plan, which does 
justice to all and injures none, 1 respectfully submit 
that it is very bad pmicy to open this question, and 
provoke popular discussion and angry feelings upon 
it.

Pilatus on the left, and Rigi down the 
Lake on the right, do the immediate moun- 
tain honors of Lucerne, while the rest of 
the sky-supporting family, in the Cantons 
of Schwytz and Uri, look coldly on from 
afar off. Neither of the first-named are 
very tall—that is, comparatively speaking. 
The one from which the wretched wan- 
derer, Pontius Pilate, is said to have flung 
himself into the lake to escape the horrors 
of a guilty conscience, bears snow, it is 
true, through the entire year, and yet it is 
scarcely up to the perpetual snow line, 
which Humboldt places at 8,000 feet in 
Switzerland. The Rigi is lower still—about 
6,000 feet; but it stands so isolated, so 
solitary-like, that it constitutes the grandest 
point of view in all that mountain-land, 
Everybody goes up the Rigi, and so I got 
an early breakfast one morning that I might 
take the first boat. The day promised to 
be clear—a very important consideration 
for such a trip—and we had an board a 
good installment of the three hundred 
thousand that annually visit the homes of 


the Swiss. | 

Before we further go, it is necessary if 
we wish to do the mountain in style, to 
procure an alpenstock. Some of them are 
as long as a rake’s handle, while others are 
abbreviated to a cane’s length. The long 
ones are very useless, and on that account, 
perhaps, are decidedly in the majority. 
But long or short, the must have a chamois 
horn at one end and an iron spike at the 
other, or else they are no alpenstocks ; they 
would then be only poles or walking sticks. 
The fashionable portion of our party carry 
them, causing the little steamer’s deck to look 
like a body of dismounted lancers going to 
a tournament instead of a peaceful clamber 
up the verdant Rigi. Few would purchase 
one of the cumbersome things if it were 
not the fashion to burn on them, in spiral 
lines, the names of passes, mountains, 
caves, volcanoes and other wonders of 
nature that their owners had explored 
through their assistance. In other words, 
an alpenstock is a traveling advertisement 
of its proprietor’s pedestrian achievements 
—if not more so. They are pretty toys in 
the hands of pretty girls; but when a six- 
foot, freckled, red-whiskered, thick-necked 
English scion,—with his heavy-soled shoes 
ane traveling suits of affected coarseness, 
and with all his national arrogance and 
querulousness,—when he sports one, the 
looker-on at Vienna should be pardoned if 
he indulges in a good natured smile or two. 

We soon reach the landing at Vitznau, 
where we disembark to take 

THE RIGI RAILWAY, 


a modern contrivance for avoiding the 
fatigue that attends leg-climbing. I believe 
this kind of a railroad could go up a per- 
pendicular wall if there were rounded 
corners for the track to windaround. The 
grade is about a thousand feet to the mile, 
which is s» steep that a span of horses 
would never think of picking out as an 
easy place to pull upaload. The boiler 
is vertical, and the whole concern is calcu- 
lated to make a stalwart locomotive weep 
over the degeneracy ofits species. Cogged 
wheels are under the engine and single car, 
fitting into a heavy cogged track between 
the customary rails. Its motion is slow, 
steady and firm—much firmer, I am sure, 
than the nerves of the passengers on the 
right hand side, who shrinkingly gaze 
down where fragmentary portions of them 
would rest “if something should give 
"wa .? 

About half way up—when we stopped 
for wood and to be photographed—the 
clouds completely enveloped us—a dense 
mass that would not let us see a rod from 
the track, Apparently it was an endless sea 
of mist, but really, it was only one of those 
small floating sun-obscurers that we had 
anxiously regarded before starting. In a 
few minutes we were in the joyous blessed 
sunlight, to be again and again entombed 
in the drifting bodies of dampness. I sup- 
pose the people in the little cottages along 
the rails said to one another, that morning, 
“foggy weather we are having—it makes 
my bones ache.” We passed close by sev- 
eral of the little cottages, and curious things 
they are, being always largest towards the 
top. The stocky mouse-colored or dun- 
gray cows, lined back and belly with white, 
seemed to take our intrusion into cloud- 
land without offense; and so did the small 
short-vined pieces of that universal root— 
the potatoe; and patches of the greenest of 
green grass everywhere bid the earthlings 
who toil and grovel down below, a sweet 
‘welcome. 

The car stopped about a mile short of 
the summit, and then there was a commo- 
tion! The young ladies and the Knights of 
the Alpenstock generally took horses; the 
ladies who pull down two hundred or 
thereabouts on the scales got into chairs 
and were carried up by stout sons of the 
mountain ; the restof us went up as nature 
intended we should. In the end the cavalry, 
“ambulance train, and all divisions of the 
ambitious crusade were massed on

‘wrapped in a cloud, shawls, overcoats and 
disappointment. Away go the clouds as 
quickly asthe came. What a sight is be- 
foreus! What pen can describe, what 
pencil paint it! An Alpine panorama three 
hundred miles in circumference lays about 
us.

I turned from the cold majesty of these 
immovable peaks too late, for the dense 
chilly mist was on us again; but be- 
tween the passing clouds, we got delight- 
ful glimpses, away towards the North and 
West, o bans 2s and lakes, and villages, 
and a country that lepked, from our elevated 
station, wonderfully smooth and pleasent, 
bathed as it was in a sun 
stretching westward as far as 
reach. The Lakes of Lucerne and Zug are 
at our feet, but we hardly recognize them 
so high up. Many other tiny lak at 
is, apparently—are held in the laps of the 
sweet plains, and from spire to more distant 
spire we could trace the roads, which were 
to us the meres threads. And all was 
green and bright and lovely. That prospect 
is the peerless — of my days abroad. 

The clouds at last drove usinto dinner ; 
and this reminds me to mention that the 
hotel business on the Rigi is first-rate. The 
hotels on the summit accomodate three 
hundred persons; a little lower down are 
two more: and all the water they use is 
brought up in long flattened pails = 
to the backs of men. The splendor of the 
rising and the setting sun keeps these hotels 
full of travelers. But many have to go 
away unsatisfied because of the mist that 
often interferes a week atatime. Here is 
the experience of one victim as it was 
written in a book at one of the hotels: 


Seven weary leages up-hill we sped, 
The setting sun to see: 
Sullen and grim he went to bed— 
Sullen and grim went we. 
Nine sleepless hours of night we passed, 
The rising sun to see: 
Sullen and grim he rose again— 
Sullen and grim rose we. 


A Brooklyn gentleman inveigled me into 
walking down the mountain, by the well- 
known ante-railroad route, to Weggis on 
the Lake. It was very pleasent to unbosom 
one’s self, as it were, after so many lin- 
guistic prevations, and there were lovely 
views all the way down to attract the eye 
and please the poetic senses. There were 
clear cold springs to drink from, and 
pleasent shade to rest under,—for we had 
the afternoon to make the descent,—and 
there were the curious conglomerate of the 
fallen slips from off the mountain’s heights 
to examine, and the primitive little chapel 
of the Holy Cross to look into; but the 
gladdest sight of all was Weggis’ green 
banks and bonny orchards. The boat soon 
picked us up; and that night at Lucerne, 
there was at least one tired mortal who felt 
like saying with Sancho Panza, Blessed be 
the man that first invented sleep. I had 
blistered my feet in almost every way, but 
the tops of my eyes escaped until I went 
down the Rigi. 

Isent my boots to the cobbler’s next 
day, and not feeling very nimble myself, I 
voted mountain climbing a delusion and a 
snare to tender feet, and resolved to leave 
the land of wild romantic beauty on the 
morrow. If the truth must be told, I had 
caught the Paris fever. which is said to af- 
fect Americans in particular. All the while 
we have been swinging around the European 
circle, my fancy was diabolically engaged 
in picturing the streets and scenes of 
fashion’s capital city. I could not resist 
the temptation to hurry forward. But let 
us not anticipate.. From my window that 
night I looked on a landscape of exceeding 
beauty. The moon shed a silvery flood of 
gentle radiance on the little sea that lay 
unruffied in its mountain cradle. Lights 
twinkled down the quay, along which, in 
the cool of the balmy night-air, sauntered 
couples, arm in arm, softly discussing—the 
weather, the price of stocks, or perhaps an 
impending change in the matrimonial 
market. And the snow, away over the 
Lake—how cold and pure and white it 
was! Oh, Lucerne, thou art beautiful day 
or night. I took a train at daylight for

Tall Rigi and the bright-green Reuss 
honored us with their presence for some 
time, and when they shook us off, we were 
coasting along Lake Sempach. In the 
early morning the dew lay on the grass 
and on the ripening grapes of the hill- 
sides ; there was no stir about the houses 
whose sides are so prettily covered with 
small round-cornered shingles; even the 
bees were still napping in their conical 
straw homes; and the hard gray roads 
awaited the early traveler. It was only 
nine o’clock when we reached the frontier 
at Basle. One could profitably spend a 
day in this famous city of the Reformation; 
but the Strasburg train that left an hour 
later carried away your correspondent, 
whose eyes were fixed on Paris. 

At the first stop, St. Louis, the Germans 
inspected the baggage; at the second stop 
we were in the large muslin town of Mul- 
house ; the other stops were not especially 
remarkable. For seven hours we rode in 
the Rhine valley without once seeing the 
river itself. The valley is a far-stretching 
fruitful plain ; few houses, trees or fences ; 
on either hand, vineyards, tobacco and 

ain fields, and plum trees loaded with 
ruit. The people live in little red-roofed 
villages at the foot of the distant Jura hills. 


Peasant girls, wearing broad straw hats and | 


using rude wooden-tined forks, were at 
work in the harvest fields. All this vast 
plain was wrested from France at the point 


of the sword. 

At five o’clock we passed through the 
battered outworks of Strasburg ; were set 
down in a damaged station house; crossed 
astone bridge that had two holes in its 
parapets made by solid shot; and found 
shelter at the hotel de Angleterre, whose 
great entrance had been shattered by a 
piece of shell. ‘The poet’s grim-visaged 
war had evidently been loafing around.

There was quite ademand 
for them about 200 years ago, when our fore- 
fathershad not conquered the taste for light 
reading they brought from England; and one 
will find the old, queerly-bound copies they 
bought in those times affording a comfortable 
subsistence to the worms in many an old 
New England farm-house. New editions 
there are none. The Blade’s orders exhausted 
the stock in this country, and the book-dealers 
have drawn on Scotland.

Of the ladies I have named, twenty live, or 
did live a short time ago in the Prophet’s 
lock or Harem. It consists of a three- 
storied building, of Gothic style, and cost 
over $30,000. ch a uilding in Chicago 
would cost $60,000; so it is a very fine 
residence for a private gentleman. It has 
forty-eight apartments, including cellar, 
pantry, alls, servants’ rooms, dining room, 

itchen, sleeping and sitting rooms and 
parlor. 

BRIGHAM’S BOARDING HOUSE. 


Emeline occupies room No. 2, and has a 
drawing-room attached, with a little hall 
leading to the Prophet’s private office. She 
was once in No. 4, but, as Brigham had to 
pass other wives’ doors in visiting her, it ex- 
cited remark and jealousy; so he had her 
removed to No. 2, where she could pet and 
caress him ail the day, and the other wives 
would think he was hard at work in his 
office. 

Mrs. Cobb lived in room No. 3, but now re- 
sides in a cottage. 

No. 4, furnished with bedstead, stand, mir- 
ror, oak chairs, red and white curtains, tables, 
carpet, wardrobe and bureau, was poor Clara 
Chase, the maniac’s room. 

No. 6 is where Clara Decker lives. It has 
damask curtains, Venetian blinds, a beauti- 
fully carved bedstead, an oil painting of 
Brigham, and other things in keeping.
